Waltzes and "Why 
Not?" 


I have been preaching for years that 


it is stupidly academical niid pedautic 
to exclude such truly inspired pieces as 
Stratiss' waltzes from the programmes 
of our symphony concerts, but against 
stupidity, as Schiller has remarked, the 
gods themselves fight iu vain. A sym- 
phouy is considered all right though it 
be the veriest trash, but a waltz that is 
a product of pure genius is tabooed un- 
less it is smuggled into a symphony, as 
by Tschaikcnvsky. 
What makes the sit- 


uation the more'peculiai1 is that pianists 
of tbe highest caliber never hesitate to 
insert waltzes uy Chopin or Strauss ou 
their programmes. But, then, pianists 
arc their own bosses; they have uo 
academic boar'1 of directors. 


The taboo phtccd ou the Strauss 


wailzcs by the minor professional mu- 
sicians who regulate orchestic! concert 
affairs is sceu in its full blooded asiiiin- 
ity when
